30— Caneella
tion of all dcuar milling regulations
including fair orice scheduies and
the price of quantity restrictions on
the sale of wheat flour by millers
which officials expect will result i
cheaper Hour, was formally an

nounced by the food administration.

Notificntion of the action was tele
graphed to all zone agents of the
food administration’s grain corpora
tion and there was a sharp rise in
the price of wheat bran and other
mill feeds on the Minneapolis mar
kets, which officials expect to be fol
lowed by a drop in flour prices.

General regulations of the foo:
administration prohibiting profiteer
ing hoarding and unfair practices
would bo strictly enforced, official
sald.

The predicition of cheaper flour to
the consumer, it was stated at the
food administration, is based on the
immediate rise today in the price
of mill feeds, amounting to severa:
